Council Decides Not 
Ask $52,500 
Bond Issue 
For Plant Improvements 


Aldermen Express Belief Measure Would Be 
Defeated; Others Declare Opposition To 
Spending More Money On Sewer Plant; 
Recommend Dredging Rock ( reek. 


MERCHANTS ASK RELIEF FROM 
RIGID PARKING ORDINANCE 


Decision to withhold submission of a proposed bond is­ 
sue of $52,500 for sewage plant improvements to the voter* 
at the November general election was taken at an adjourned 
meeting of council, Monday evening. 
W ith a bare majority in attendance, the enabling ordi- J 
nance, which would have placed responsibility for the bond 
issue squarely upon the voters, was tabled “for the present" j 
by unanimous vote of the councilmen. 
One of the factors influencing the councilmen in their 
action was the representations of members that toe proi>oseU j 
bond issue would be defeated by the voters on November 7.; 
“Residents of Gettysburg will not stand for an increase in ■ 
the borough’s indebtedness this year,” one councilman said ,! 
and others echoed his sentiments. 
Other councilmen pointed out that the present Rock | 
Creek plant functioned better this summer than ever before; 
that the dredging of Rock Creek was largely responsible for 
the elimination of offensive odors in the stream and that ad­ 
ditional dredging of the .stream below the sewage treatm ent 
plant would practically eliminate all odors. 
Councilman C. W. Epley led the fight against submission 
of the bond issue to the voters. 
He said he would vote 
against any plans for improving the plant so long as the 
plant remained at its present location. On several occasions, 
he declared, the plant has been submerged by high waters 
in Rock Creek which caused hundreds of dollars’ damage to 
the plant.

Three hundred will be 
selected each day, he said. until the 
5000 quota Is filled. 
Learning of the method of select­ 
ing applicants, many veterans left 
the lines during the day, until at 4

Mr. Page is changing his nationality 
because of his admiration for the 
Fascist state, and he is so eager to 
have the official seal of citizenship 
put on his conversion that he per­ 
suaded Mussolini 
himself, in the 
course of a special 
interview, to 
shorten the 
usual 
probationary 
period from five years to a few 
months. 
Mr. Page explained his grand­ 
father, Caph 
Thomas Jefferson 
Page, never returned to the United 
States after the Civil War. 
After 
commanding the U. 8. 
S. Water 
Witch on the La Plata expedition in 
1889, he left the 
United States 
navy at the outbreak of the Civil 
War to command the Confederate 
cruiser Stonewall. 
His 
son, Mr. 
Page’s father, 
married an Italian 
woman and became a bunker of, 


Rome. 
Mr. Page was educated in Italy, 
and lived his early hie entirely as 
an Italian. 
He even looks like an 
Italian, although he speaks excel­ 
lent English. Nevertheless he is an 
American citizen, and for a while he 
tried working in this country. 
It 
was not a success, and he returned 
to Rome, where he married a year 
or so ago Mrs. Page, who is a native 
of Chicago. 
Mrs. Page also is re­ 
linquishing her American citizen­ 
ship. 
"I feel like an Italian,” Mr. Page 
said. 
“I have Italian ideas and I 
am an intense admirer of our 
Fascist state. I can be of no use to 
the state unless I join the Fascist!, 
and I cannot join unless I become 
an Italian citizen. 
I came to my 
decision in the spring and went to 
see Mussolini about getting the five- 
year time reduced, He was pleased, 
and arranged it. I even could have 
become a citizen in August lf I had 
been at home. 
“I am very glad, too, for you know 
one can’t transplant oneself. When 
I saw' Mussolini I told him that I 
was not renegading, that I was es- 
sentally Italian.’’

they have gastritis, they are 
using a "high-hat'’ expression.

T here is m uch feeling about it in

Such suggestions are c h a ra c te r­ 
ized by leading ban k ers as m ost u n ­ 
just.
